GUILTY. 


THE VERDICT OF THE JURY IN BANKER 
HARPER’S CASE. 


Judge Sage Imposes the Full Penalty ef the 
Law, Ten Tears in the Penitentiary—The 
Convicted Man to Be Taken to Prison To- 
Day—Pathetic Scenes in Court—Harper’s 
Plea for Mercy Unheeded. 


CINCINNATI, O., December 12.—The greatest

Court was opened, and seven minutes later 

thé jury filed in. As soon as they were seated 

Judge Sage asked if they had agreed 

upon their verdict and the  fore- 

man said they had. The Judge directed 

the Clerk to receive it. At this point Mr. 

Blackburn called the Court’s attention to the 
absence of the defendant. 

Let him be brought in, said the Judge. 

In two minutes Marshal Urner entered, fol- 
lowed by Mr. Harper looking pale and con- 
cerned. Bebind him came his wife, her facea 
study. It looked as if she was upborne by a 
faith that In some way she was to hear good 
news from that jury. Miss Matthews, her 
sister, followed, as calm as she could com- 
pose herseif to be. When they were seated 
the Clerk took the sealed envelope enciosing 
the sentence, tore it open and read the fatal 
words. 

We, the jury, find the defendant guilty as charged 
in the indictment. 

NO HOPE. 

This meant guilty on all the thirty-three 
counts left tor the jury to act upon. There 
was no outcry from either of the women. Mrs. 
Harper sat as it transfixed, but Miss Matthews 
found relief in tears, which she st. ugaled with 
all her power.to repress. Mr. 
moved an arrest of judgment, which the 
Court instantly overruled. Then District- 
Attorney Burnet moved for immediate sen- 
tence and that the sentence be cumulative. 

Judge Sage in a somewhat lengthy opinion 
stated the result of his investigation on the 
question of cumalutive sentences in a case like 
this, and this gave some relieftothe sudden- 
ness ofthe blow upon Mr. Harper’s family. 

erruled the motion and asked if 
the defendant had anything to say before sen- 
tence was pronounced upon him. 

Mr. Blackburn arose and said that the de- 
fendant wished to speak through him, and to 
say that he had nothing to add to what had 
been said, except to thank the Court for its 
fair and impartial treatment, and to ask that 
the Court be as merciful as the circumstances 
and the law would permit. 

THE SENTENCE. 

At 10:% the Court directed Harper to stand 
up. It was a most distressing scene. The 
strong man stood erect with tears coursing 
down his cheek, but no other sign of emotion 
save his blanched face. Behind his chair, 
with bowed head, sat his wife, in an agony 


Pthat had no better manifestation than the 


wringing of her hands. Tears did not come 
to her relief. Miss Matthews, far more 
demonstrative, still repressed sobs, and in her 
own distress reached over to try to comfort 
her sister by a touch. 80 they sat, while the 
Court, with impressive solemnity, recited the 
usual form of sentence, saying the evidence 
left no doubt of the defendant’s guilt, and 
that the offense merited the highest penalty of 
the law, which the Court would now impose, 
ten years in the Ohio Penitentiary, and that 
the Marshal convey him thither at once. Still 
no outcry. Mr. Harper sat down, turning to 
his wife. Their lips met, her hands were 
around his neck, his arms encompassed 
her. The silence in the court room 
was awful. Jurors wept, women 
and men all over the court room 
were in tears. The silence was broken by 
Mr. Blackburn making a last request from the 
Court. That was, that the order for immedi- 
ate imprisonment be suspended, and gave as 
a reason that there was much business to be 
attended to by Harper, in which his wife was 
closely.concerned, and it would be exceed- 
ingly difficuit to attend to it unless Mr. Har- 
per could remain here for a few aays. 


But the Court ‘was relentless. Judge Sage 


said there would be opportunity for his wife 
#o see lum in Columbus and he repeated the 
order to the Marshal to convey him thither to- 
day. At 10:30 the jury was discharge’ and 
Marshal Urner conducted the defendant to the 
Marshal's office. , .

HARPER, HOPKINS AND HOYT. 


The Story of thé Fidelity Wreck—Trial of 
the Vice-President. 


The trial of B. L. Harper, Vice-President of 
the Fidelity Bank of Cincinnati, for violation 
of the National banking act, or more particu- 
larly of violating the provisions of Section 
5,209, Revised Statutes of the United States, 
occupied the United States District Oourt at 
Cincinnati twelve days and disclosed the mos: 
peculiar condition of affairs ever found 
in an insolvent institucion. The Fidelity was 


closed on June 20, 1886, by a bank examiner 
who had seen statements in the papers to the 
effect that officers of the bank were interested 
in tue disastrous wheat deal of that month. 
On March 17, 188, the examiner had pro- 
nounced the Fidelity a safe institution with 
assets over liabilities 8 to some 
millions of dollars. When he arrived 
at the bank on the morning of June 20, 
Cashier Baldwin was there and a few 
moments later Vice-President Harper, and 
Assistant Cashier Benj. Hopkins entered. 
The Examiner stated his intention to Baldwin, 
and Harper overhearing him, called him 
aside, arper said he had written the Comp- 
troller to the effect that the bank had recently 
suffered serious losses and had received a re- 
ply very favorable tothe bank. He asked the 
Kaminer on authority of this letter 
to pass the examination. The Examiner 
would not consent to do this nor 
would he telegraph the Comptroller that 
in his opinien the bank should be 
given time to recover from its losses. He in- 
sisted on making the examination then: and 
there. This he proceeeded to do, and the first 
find he made was the issuing of three certifi- 
cates of depositto the amount of $800,000 to 
E. L Harper, the only reco?td of which he 
could discover was - an entry on the etubs of 
the certificate book. This he regarded as sus- 
picious, and when Harper was asked for an 
explanation, the high-handed Vice- 
President shrugged his shoulders 
and walked away. The Examiner 
called for a statement of the cash which 
Baldwin furnished, and together they went 
through the list,a task which resuited in 
showing that the cash items“ were large! 

worthiess pe er. The Examiner then close

As it was then known generally, and as the 
trial of Harper has shown, the wrecking of 
the bank was caused by Harper’s ambitious 
efforts to corner the wheat market. Briggs 
Swift, the Presidentof the Fidelity, paid little at- 
tention to the bank, never directly supervising 
its transactions ia detail. That left Harper 
free to do as he pleased, baviug several em- 
ployes in the bank ready todo as he directed 
them in the process of throwing wool in the 
eyes of the Boara of Directors. The wheat 
corner was ran up to June 15, 188, when 
enormous quantities of wheat began pouring 
into Ohicago, where the ope 
carried on, and the market could not sustain 
itself. The break was so serious as, to ruin the 
mene of the corner, and particularly 
the Fidelity Bank, the funds of which had been 
used in the deal. There was also a large 
amount of paper used by Harper, through 
which other persons than bimself had their 
fingers burned. 

o corner was begun in January, 1886, ina 
small way through John W. Hoyt, a émeinnati 
broker who did not know Harperin the matter 
at all, but operated for the assistant cashier, 
Benjamin Hopkins. The latter gave orders 
for the purchase of 250,000 bushels of wheat in 
January, which were bought by Hoyt,through 
Irwin, Green & Co. of Chicago. Hopkins paid 
forthis wheat and orders subsequently given 
by checks on the Fidelity. These were de- 
posited by Hoyt, and. letters of credit were is- 
sued which were sent to Irwin, Green & Co. 
In February the purchases were greatly in- 
creased and Hopkins’ checks deposited by 
Hoyt were changed into drafts'drawn by the 
Fidelity on the Metropolitan Bank of Chicago, 
and sent to Chicago brokers. The account in- 
creased until in May Hopkins lumped the sum 
of the checks given him in one 
for $28,000 given to the Fidelity. The manipu- 
lation of these checks was accomplished 
largely by Miss Holmes, a clerk in the bank, 
acting under Harper's instructions.

A gentleman who resides in 
Paris and who has witnessed three revolutions 
there, writes to inform me thst the danger of 
a civil wur, had Ferry been made President, 
would have been more serious than was com- 
monly supposed. He says: I am well ac- 
quainted with the temper of the Parisians, and 
never in my recollection has it been more 

acing.’” This is the deliberate view of a 
man accustomed to weigh carefuily the public 
events of the French capital. 

The dislike of Ferry arises chiefly from his 
connection with little wars like that in Ton- 
quin. He is strongly suspected to be led 
away by speculators and stock-jobbers. The 
feeling against foreign expeditions of doubt- 
fal utility is stronger in France thanin En- 
gland, owing to the compulsory military serv- 
ice. Moreover, the Tonquin expedition was 
unsuccessful; therefore, all the more unpopu- 
lar. In the course of a prolonged tour through 
the North of France, quite recently, I found 
strong evidence of the unpopularity of Ferry 
among the military men. He is almost always 
referred to as The Tonguinois.’’

’ PIQUED DELEGATES. 


THEY TEMPORARILY STOP PROCEEDINGS 
IN THE GAS INVESTIGATION. 


Plans for Lighting the City by Electricity 
After 1800 Considered To-day—The Comp- 
troller Talks About the High Figures Now 
Paid by the City and the Necessity of 
Legislation on the Subject—A Proposition 
to Dispose of the City’s Gas Stoob. 


At8o’clock this afternoon the joint com- 
mittee of the Municipal Assembly met in the 
House of Delegates to continue the investiga- 
tion into the reported pooling of the gas com- 
panies. Notwithstanding thestatements made 
by the members of. the committee there is 
evidently some feeling against the Mayor 
for his actionin ordering the City Counselor 
to institute proceedings in court against the 
Water Gas Company. From the facts already 
elicited the members of the committee are 
convinced that the letter and spirit of the 
franchise granted the Water Gas Company 
have been violated by its entrance 
into the trust. The refusal of Presi- 
dent W. H. Thompson to exhibit 
the trust agreement is regarded as significant. 
The sentiment in the committee is so resentful 
against the Mayor for his ‘‘interference’’ that 
the committee has not yet finally determined 
whether to continue the line of investigation 
followed so far or to entirely abandonit. At

A FATAL MISTAKE.

NEW YORK, December 123.—The WORLD says: 
This in brief is the Democratic position as 
stated by the President: No tariff for a sur- 
plus. A tariff tor revenue? Yes. The rexular 
annual expenses of the Government unre- 
lated to the war amount to about one hun- 
dred and fifty million dollars. As it has al- 
ways been the policy of the Government 
to provide for these expenses by a 
tariff, the @iuties may properly be ad- 
justed to raise this amount. This would 
permit ot a reduction of $62,000,000 from the 
customs collections last year. A tariff for 
protection? Yes. Such protection as is 
necessary to maintain the wages of American 
workingmen can readily be given by an aver- 
age tariff of 82 per cent ‘bearing heaviest on 
luxuriesand bearing lightest on necessities.’ 
This was the amount deemed and found suf- 
ficient for protection under the Morrill tariff of 
1862. The present war tariff of 47 per ceut is ag 
unnecessary for protection as it is for revenue. 
When the false cry of ‘free trade’ is raised, 


this isthe Democratic answer: A tariff for 
revenue; a tariff for protection, but no tariff 
for a surplus.’’

Fosr-Disraron asked where wine was to be 
found worth $2,000,000 a bottle. Since then 
many persons have asked for bookson wine, 
having failed to find the information in the 
encyclopedias. 

The classes of persons interested in the 
search for answers are various. We bave had 
inguiries from school teachers, many from 
school children, and most of the searchers are 
young people whose school days are only a 
gear or two behind them—young folk who 

ave not settled down to the real business of 
life and who think they know exactly where 
— 1 to all the questions asked can be 
ound.’’

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"TERRIBLE TORTURE. 


INHUMAN TREATMENT OF A NATURALIZED 
AMERICAN IN PORTO RICO. 


The Story of Richard Nadal, a Native of 
Mayagnes—Arrested for Alleged Political 
Conspiracy and Tortured to Extract a 
Oonfession—Released After Long Con- 
finement and Terrible Suffering—A Com- 
plaint to the state Department. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTou. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 12.—A few 
Gays ago there was received at the State De- 
partment, among the dispatches of Consul- 
Generul Conroy of St. Johns, Porto Rico, the 


official notice of the protest and demands for 


indemnification of Richard Nadal, a natural- 
ized American citizen, who, it is alleged, had 
been subjected tothe most inhuman treatment 
by the Spanish autborities of Mayagnez, Porto 
Rico, for the purpose of extorting from him a 
confession that should {mplicate certain Porto 
Ricans in a conspiracy to overthrow Spanish 
rule on the island. On Tuesday last Nadal 
arrived in New York from Havana, coming by 
steamer Saratoga. Thursday afternoon he 
left for Washington to lay his case before 
the State Department with a view of securing 
the assistance of the United States Govern- 
ment in bis efforts to obtain indemnity for the 
injuries which he claims to have received. 
The facts have been laid before the Depart- 
ment. Nadal was seen by the Post-DIsPaTCH 
reporter yesterday. He is ot low stature and 
swarthy compiexion, with cold black eyes and 
hair, and carries his right arm, which is 
paralyzed, in a sling. 

**] was born in Mayagnez,’’ he said, but 
came to this country in 1866, and entered Fair- 
child’s Institute at Filusbing, L. I., as a 
student of mathematics and science. In 1864 
I began the study of civil engineering in the 
Rennsalaer Polytechnic Institute at Troy. I 
was naturalized in April, 1866, and was then 
suddenly called to Porto Rico to act as 
escort to my sister and her husband, who 
were about to sail for America. After return- 
ing here I went into business in New York at 
No. 140 Pearl street. Our firm was Nadal & 
Cuevas, importers and commission mer- 
chants. We had a house in Mayagnez and in 
1878 it was decided to close the New York 
branch with a view to concentrating our cap- 
ital in Porto Rico alone. Procuring the neces- 
sary passport I left for Mayagnez, where I im- 
mediately caused Ayself to be registered at 
the United States Consulate as an American 
citizen. The business of the commission 
house had been placed entirely in the hands 
of my brothers and I devoted myself to 
settling the estate of my wife’s relatives. 
I intended returning to the United 
States in a short time, but was 
prevented by business complications. I caused 
myself and children, howeg@r, to be enumer- 
ated in the census of 1880. I havesince been 
engaged in the managementof my wife’s plan- 
tation. In Porto Rico there are 

TWO POLITICAL PARTIES, 
the Conservatives, who represent the Spanish 
Government, and the Liberals, who are home- 
rulers as it were.

And if to my mind there 
is anything which distinguishes this 
ethical basis from the movemegts of social 
reformers, it is this fact that it recognizes that 
philanthropy must begin where ethics begins— 
with the personal man. Starting thus at the 
center from man to man, thus reaching States 
and finally the worid, in this way and in this 
wuy alone cam we realize the ideal philan- 
thropy.

But 
he came here with a bad reputation, and being 
known as a pugilist he was regarded by the 
Vigilantes asa quarrelsome desperado, ever 
ready for any evil-doing whatever, that temp- 
tation and opportunity might render possible. 
It was atthe time when the Vigilance Com- 
mittee was in the height of its power, and 
when the life of every man against whom 
there was even the slightest ground for sus- 
picion of disorder was in momentary danger. 
‘*Sullivan was an object of dislike to the 
vigilantes from the first, and may be truly 
said to have been a marked man from the very 
moment he set foot in San Francisco. Yet so 
creditably did he conduct himself that it was 
impossibie for them to find any pretext for his 
taking-off until, at length, he acted as a judge 
of election in a bitter political contest, which 
resulted in a manner unsatisfactory to the 
vigilantes. Then they seized and imprisoned 
him in their rooms on a charge of being a 
arty to ballot-box stuffing and other election 
rauds—an accusation on which there was no

CADY’S CALLERS. 


A LITTLE SAWED-OFF MASHER SEVERELY 
DEALT WITH. 


Henry Haywood and His Mania—The Dis- 
pute Between Dr. Rossy and Ben Magio,

When the case of Henry Haywood was called 
in Judge Cady’s court this morning a duck.

Under 
this massive body were a pair of 
legs scarcely afoot long. When he walked 
his steps were so short that he seemed tod- 
Gling. The fellow’s face was coarse and 
homely, and taken as a whole he was about as 
queer a looking specimen of humanity as one 
ever gazed upon. And yet he wasa would-be 
masher! Yesterday afternoon, on Twelfth 
and Poplar streets, he stopped Maggie and 
Lizzie Cartlin, Nellie Parker and Dollie Dur- 
gin, girls ranging from 10to13 years of age, 
and used insulting language to them. At first 
they were surprised at the boldness of the 
child, but on taking a second 
look at him they discovered he was no child, 
buta queer little man. Then they became 
alarmed, ran away and informed their parents 
and a police officer was summoned to arrest 
him. Haywood, who was somewhat under 
tho influence of liquor, was taken.to the Four 
Courts and a charge of disturbing the peace 
preferred against him. This morning when 
asked how he pleaded, he repWed: 

‘‘Guilty. I was drunk. 

„But, said Clerk McEnnis, you are not 
charged with being drunk, but with disturb- 
ing the peace by addressing insulting language 
to little girls. 

Well, I don’t remember anything about 
that, but I was drunk, and I guess I did it. 
plead guilty.’’ 

The officer was called to explain the naturé” 
of Haywood’s offense, which he did. Ashe 
was telling his story, Haywood, who betrayed 
great nervousness, pulled himself up to the 
court and commenced pleading to be let off.
